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The  following  extract  from  the  First  Annual 
Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home 
gives  very  briefly  the  facts  connected  with  the 
establishment  of  the  Home  :  — 

“  On  the  30th  of  May,  1874,  the  Home  was  established 
through  the  benevolence  of  Mr.  James  Huntington,  who, 
at  that  time,  was  able  to  carry  into  effect  a  long-cherished 
plan  by  which  the  comforts  of  a  Home  could  be  furnished 
to  destitute  children.  After  a  few  months,  it  was  Mr. 
Huntington’s  wish  to  give  up  the  care  of  the  Home,  and  it 
was,  therefore,  in  November,  1874,  established  as  a  Corpo¬ 
ration,  under  the  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

“  The  following  persons  were  appointed  by  Mr.  Hunting- 
ton  to  act  as  Trustees :  Rev.  Dr.  A.  P.  Peabody,  Rev.  D. 
O.  Mears,  Mr.  B.  F.  Wyeth,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Paine,  Mrs.  Prof. 
Lovering,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Tyler,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Richardson, 
Mrs.  Henry  Thayer,  and  Miss  I.  F.  Sanger  ;  and  they 
received  from  him  a  deed  of  the  Estate  occupied  by  the 
Home  on  Avon  Place,  valued,  with  the  furniture,  at  about 


TRUSTEES5  REPORT. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home  submit 
their  eighth  Annual  Report,  and  feel  grateful  that 
they  are  able  to  report  a  year  of  continued  health 
and  prosperity. 

The  Home  had  under  its  care,  May,  1881, 
twenty-nine  children,  to  which  have  been  added 
eleven,  making  an  aggregate  of  forty  cared  for  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  There  are  now  at  the  Home  thirty 
children,  the  eldest  fourteen  years,  the  youngest 
eight  months.  Tw7enty-four  children  attend  school, 
twelve  of  these  go  to  a  Kindergarten. 

This  Home  was  established  May  30,  1874.  At 
the  beginning  five  children  were  admitted.  The 
house  is  now  very  full,  but  with  great  care  and 
judicious  management  the  children  are  most  of  them 
in  a  healthy  condition.  There  has  been  no  epi¬ 
demic  or  contagious  disease  during  the  year,  and 
there  are  now  only  two  cases  of  serious  sickness. 
There  are  one  or  two  children  quite  delicate,  who 
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came  in  a  weak  state.  There  has  been  one  death 
during  the  year  from  teething.  This  child  was  very 
delicate  when  admitted. 

The  Trustees  would  call  particular  attention  to 
all  interested  in  the  Home,  of  the  opportunity 
offered  at  all  times  to  take  children  for  adoption. 
There  are  now  three  or  four  interesting  children  for 
whom  good  homes  are  especially  desired.  Two 
have  been  adopted  during  the  past  year.  ' 

Many  Societies  have  worked  for  the  children  (as 
the  Report  will  show),  and  we  owe  much  to  gen- 
erous  friends,  who  have  contributed  in  so  many 
nameless  ways  ;  one  of  the  Trustees  has  kindly 
devoted  one  afternoon  a  week  to  teaching  a  number 
of  the  children  to  sew. 

Clothing  for  the  children  has  been  most  liberally 
bestowed,  and  the  demand  is  still  great,  as  there 
are  so  many  to  provide  for.  Hand-knit  socks  are 
very  much  needed  ;  also  towels,  sheets,  table¬ 
cloths,  pieces  of  carpet,  furniture,  &c.,  are  always 
acceptable. 

The  regular  Annual  Fair  has  not  been  held  the 
past  year,  but  is  put  off  until  the  autumn.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that,  during  the  summer  months,  all  the 
friends  of  the  Home  will  work  for  this  object,  in 
order  to  insure  a  successful  result.  It  is  espe¬ 
cially  desired  that,  as  there  are  less  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  Annual  Subscribers,  the  number  may  be  so 
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increased  that  no  anxiety  shall  be  felt  by  the  Trustees 
in  this  benevolent  work. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  will  show  with  what 
economy  the  Home  has  been  carried  on  the  past 
year,  and  all  must  feel  that  the  money  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  most  careful  manner.  As  the  Home 
has  been  enlarged  within  the  last  few  years,  and  as 
every  year  the  number  admitted  so  rapidly  in¬ 
creases,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  appoint 
days  and  hours  for  the  admission  both  for  visitors 
and  the  mothers  of  the  children.  The  afternoons  of 
Sunday  and  Thursday  have  been  appointed  for 
this  purpose. 

The  Trustees  would  again  thank  the  physicians 
who  have  so  kindly  given  their  services  the  past 
year,  and  all  who  have  so  generously  contributed  to 
the  comfort  of  the  children  of  the  Home.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 

Membership. 

\ 

The  number  of  Corporators  of  this  Corporation  shall 
be  limited  to  nine,  and  the  nine  persons  who  signed  the 
articles  of  association  shall  constitute  the  Corporation. 
Vacancies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  by  resignation,  and  by 
the  failing  to  attend  for  a  period  of  twelve  consecutive 
months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  When  such 
failure  occurs,  the  Corporation  shall  by  vote  record  the 
fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining  mem¬ 
bers.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered, 
except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Corporators.  [At 
the  regular  monthly  meeting  held  in  November,  1875,  the 
number  of  Corporators  was  increased  from  nine  to  thir¬ 
teen.*] 

Article  II. 

f 

Common  Seal. 

The  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular 
in  form,  with  the  year  of  its  creation,  and  the  words,  “  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Avon  Place  Trustees,  1874,”  inscribed,  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk. 


*East  Cambridge  is  not  yet  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Article  III. 

Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Treasurer,  and  Clerk,  to  be  chosen  from  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  at  some  adjournment 
thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  accept  office.  They  shall  sev¬ 
erally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  sufch  officers,  and 
the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Corporators  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in  the  convenient  trans¬ 
action  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation.  The  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  as  often  at  least  as  once 
every  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
at  the  Avon  Place  Home,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  May, 
at  such  hour  as  the  Corporators  may  decide.  Regular 
meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient 
place,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident,  or  any  two  Corporators,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to 
be  given  by  the  Clerk.  A  majority  of  all  the  Corporators 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  annual,  regular,  or  special 
meeting. 

Article  V. 

Amendments. 

Articles  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  of  these  By-Laws  may  be 
amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Corporators  at 
any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  regular  meeting,  when  a 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  the 
previous  regular  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  all  the  Corporators. 
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Amendment. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  29,  1880,  under  Article  V., 
the  following  amendment  was  made  to  Article  III.  :  — 

At  the  annual  meeting  for  choice  of  officers,  two  auditors  shall  be  chosen 
to  audit  the  accounts. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  28,  1881,  Sumner  Albee, 
Esq.,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Sleeper  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  best  method 
of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  invested  funds.
